William Ashby was born the 15th October 1889, at Carter's Grove, 
Virginia, into a family of free born people, a freedom extending 
back generations to the earliest days of the Republic. This per- 


sonal history molded the character of William Ashby and made him 


a fighter for human justice. 

He was graduated from Yale University in 1916. The following year 
he established the first office in New Jersey of the Urban League. 
He was appointed secretary of the Newark Branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. He is an author 
of plays, novels and news articles. The cases display the recogni- 
tion of the contributions of William ashby to the civil rights move- 


ment, which came to him late in his life.
